Antloch High School male 
students are, for the most 
part, pl'iysically lit. This 
was titc conclusion reached 
by the Physical Education 
Department after complet- 
/irig a physical fitness testing 
program fgr all male stu- 
dents regularly attending 
physical education classes. 

Tiie only, boys exempt 
from taking the test arc var- 
sity athletes, during the com- 
pclUlvc season, and those 
who arc medically excused. 

Of the 217 boys who look 
the test at Antioch High, 
72% scored 200 points or 
higher. This is a passing 
score, by Marine Corps 
standards. This indicates a 
high degree of fitness among 
Antloch male students. 

The four boys scoring the 
Jjighest totals wore: first, 
with 378 . points (a perfect 
scoVc is 400) Charles Diemer; 
second, willi 371 points, Tom 
Acrne; third, with 368 points. 
John Frosise, and witi} 3ti0 
points, Gary Acrnc. 

Antioch High School uses 
the United Slatsc Marine 
Corps test,, which includes 
five activities: Squad Tlirusts 
(for one minute); Pushups, 
Sit-ups (two minutes); Pull- 
ups, and a 300 yard run. 
Because the tests were given 
indoors, it, is impossible to 
operate tlic 300-yard run. 

Each activity has u- point 
value for the number of exe- 
cutions of the. particular ac- 
tivity that are completed. A 
perfect score of 400 points 
would be earned by a boy 
executing 00 pushups, 18 
pull-ups, 85 sit-ups (two min- 
• iitcs) and 41 squat thrusts 
(one minute).

Tax Relurit 

Northern Illinois taxpayers 
signatures are an important 
were reminded today lliat 
signatures are an important 
part of their 1966 Federal 
income tax return. 

"Your tax return is not 
complete unless you sign it," 
District Director of Internal 
Revenue E. C, Coyle, Jr., 
said. . 

If a married couple files a 
joint return, both taxpayers 
must sign, and the signatures 
should be identical to the 
printed names appearing at 
the top of the return. ..

The bombers will turn south- 
southeast near Waterlown, 
^Wis., and jKyitinue in a 
straight lino passing near Big 
Bend and Sturtevant, Wis. 
Tliey will pass north of Ke- 
nosha to a termination point 
over Luke Michigan. 

An Army Nike unit will 
use radar and radio signals 
to determine accuracy of 
simulated drops, since SAC 
aircraft • do not carry bombs 
on tla>se training riiljlil.s.

Pittsford 
said llie worst months are 
May and .Juno, though a 
twister bit Chicago in mid- 
.Tanuary. . 

"The weathor.'bnroau says 
tornadoes usually form when 
a mass of cool air conies in- 
to our- area and forces its 
way over warm, moist air," 
explained Pittsford, 

He said the" mass of cold 
air forces the warm air to 
rise suddenly, setting " up 
ideal conditions fm* a torna- 
do. If tlie air revolves fast 
enough it will spew off a 
whirling, funnel shaped 
elou<l tliat' reaches down to 
earth and does the damage, 

Pittsford said the destruc- 
tive force of the torna<lo is 
not in tlie speed of the wimi, 
but in the centrifugal force 
of the rotating m.'iss of air 
and pressure differences, 
"The funnel may only be a 
few yards wide, but the force 
is so great lliat it usually 
destroys evorylhjng In its 
path," .said the Red Crtiss 
man,
